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‘Boyne sign issue laid to rest Three 


m City, school district make peace on electronic sign 


_ After several months of 
uncertainty, the City of 
Boyne City and the Boyne 
City Public Schools have 
reached an agreement, al- 
lowing for the long- 
planned construction of an 
electronic message sign, to 
be located at the entrance 
to the middle and high 
schools. 

Despite a decision by the 
City’s Zoning Board of Ap- 
peails to turn down a request 
for a variance to allow for 
the sign’s construction, re- 
cent negotiations have led 
to the signing of a “letter of 
understanding” by schools 
superintendent Jim Cooper 
and city manager Michael 


Cain. Though technically | 


not legally binding, the let- 
ter is an indication of good 
will and includes a number 
of items agreed upon by 
both parties regarding the 
specifics of the sign. 

Although changeable 
message signs are prohib- 
ited under Boyne City or- 
dinances, both parties came 
to the agreement that, un- 
der current Michigan Su- 
preme Court rulings, 
schools are exempt from 
such local regulations. 

Despite the obstacles, the 
school and city both assert 
that a “cooperative, can- 
do” spirit has been main- 
tained. According to Cain, 
even though schools are 
‘exempt from the local regu- 
lation, they have still dealt 
seriously with the concerns 
of the city, and incorporated 
them wherever possible. 

“T believe the overall sign 
will be an attractive addi- 
tion to our impressive high 
school complex and that it 
will be used in a way that 
will maximize its benefit to 
the community while mini- 
mizing its drawbacks,” he 
said, 

For example, Cain notes

the school’s self-imposed 
restrictions on the sign to 
avoid the use of flashing or 
scrotling images in order to 
prevent it from becoming a 
distraction to drivers, going 
so far as to ask the Boyne 
City Police Department to 
review the sign’s proposed 
location in advance. 

“We wanted to work with 
the city to assure that the 
new sign is agreeable to all 
parties and fits in well with 
our community,” superin- 
tendent Cooper said. 

The sign, currently under 
construction, is being 
funded through the support 


of the Boyne City Founda- 
tion For Educational Excel- 
lence and the Boyne City 
All School Boosters. It will 
feature information regard- 
ing school activities across 
the district as well as cham- 


ber-supported community | 


events, ; 
“Everyone will benefit,” 
Cooper said. “We sce this 
as an effective way to com- 
municate with parents and 
the community about activi- 
ties taking place in our el- 
ementary, middie and high 
schools. As more and more 
people know about what's 
happening in their schools, 


we hope to see attendance 
inorease as people take ad- 
vantage of visiting their 
schools and seeing our new 
performing arts facility.” 

The City, too, sees the 
advantage of having such a 
sign on school property, ac- 
cording to Cain. “The new 
sign will be a useful tool in 
helping to get out important 
messages that the City 
needs to share with our citi- 
zens,” he said. “We 4re glad 
the school will be making 
the sign available to the 
City to better serve our 
mutual customers, the com- 
munity.”

The Boyne City Main Street Program has announced 
the three downtown buildings to take part in the Design 
Services program, provided through the Michigan Main 
Street Program and the Michigan Economic Develop- 


The buildings selected for participation are the 
Oddfellows Building (Ace Hardware) on Water Street, 
owned by Jim White, who is looking to complete facade 
restoration, Window repair and replacement, storefront 
rehabilitation and painting; the Bali & Beyond building 
on Water Street, owned by Leslie Neilson, who is seek- 
ing to complete storefront rehab, window repair/replace- 
ment, painting, and sign improvement; and the Water 
Street Atrium, where goals include new awnings, win- 
dow repair/replacement, painting, and general mainte- 


According to Boyne City Main Street manager Kelly 


Larson, six building owners applied for design service 
participation. The buidings chosen to receive the three 
available design packages were selected by the Boyne 
City Main Street Design Committee, based on a number 
of criteria handed down from the state Main Street pro- 
gram, including need, significance, and financial back- 


The building owners will receive a site visit from rep- 
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buildings selected for 
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resentatives of the State Historic Preservation Office 
(SHPO) and John Dzuirman Architects to discuss fa- 
cade improvement, a facade design package, including 
schematic facade drawing, specifications, and cost esti- 
mate; and follow-up support. 

The one-on-one design service packages are part of 
the first-year design services offered to all four Michi- 
gan Main Street communities. In June of this year, 
Boyne City was selected as one of those four cities, the 
first to take part in the newly-established state program. 
Other cities include Calumet/Calumet Township, 
Marshall, and Portland, 

The National Main Street Program focuses on 
strengthening and revitalizing downtowns. Developed 
by the National Historic Trust, it merges historic pres- 
ervation with economic development, through four main 
elements: design, organization, promotion, and eco- 
nomic restructuring. 

The program has been utilized in commercial districts 
nationwide over the last 20 years, cumulatively gener- 
ating more than $12 billion in new investment, with a 
net gain of more than 193,000 new jobs and 51,000 new 
business in more than 1,200 communities.

All of the residents wake 
up at different times of the morning and are served their 
own breakfast at the time of their choosing prepared in 
one of many kitchenettes.

I have visited my wife each day since admittance and I

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the resi- 
dents of my county of Charlevoix, the planners of this 
beautiful facility and the dedicated staff with their new 
philosophy of home atmosphere and individual care to 
their residents.

comfort in the fact that no district is alone 
in facing the axe of state budget trimmers. 
‘Everybody's in this thing together,” said 
Boyne Falls superintendent Parsons. “It 
raises a whole lot of questions,” including, 
he noted, that fact that smaller districts like 
Boyne Falls are seeing the same amounts 
cut as ‘schools getting over $10,000 per stu- 
dent.”

enrollment of 13 students this fall gave 
school administrators hope for the future.
